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McGill students recount coming out experiences 



I FIND PROBLEMATIC THE IDEA THAT 

‘coming out’ marks a radical dis- 
continuity in one’s life. 

It suggests removing a veil that 
covers a singularly important truth 
about oneself. I have not experi- 
enced ‘being a lesbian’ in the ab- 
stract sense that coming out im- 
plies. In fact, I’m not sure that I 
know what it is to be a lesbian, 
beyond being fully aware that my 
lovers are women. 

I never officially came out. My 
strategy has been to be cheerfully 
public about my girlfriends, and 
people have usually responded very 
positively. 1 know I’ve been very 
lucky not to have faced much oppo- 
sition, and I haven’t lost many 
friends or jobs because of it. 

At the same time, I can pass for 
straight, and when I have to deal 
with people I don’t trust, 1 have the 
option of not being out to them. 

This admission does not fit the 
spirit of Coming-Out Day, but it is 
a fact of gay life. The idea of being 
out all the time and to all people 
doesn’t begin to deal with the com- 
plexity of the issue. 

I understand why most of my 
gay friends at McGill have not writ- 
ten anything for this issue. One 
doesn’t want the other waiters at 
the restaurant she works at to know 
she’s bisexual because her boss will 
harass and maybe fire her. 

Another doesn’t want his sister's 
friends at McGill to know because 
they will tell the sister, who will tell 
their parents back in Vancouver. At 
the same time, both of these people 
areverypublicallygayin most other 
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contexts. 

My understanding of the world 
and interaction in it has developed 
much more in relation to being a 
woman than to having sexual rela- 
tionships with women. But the 
politics of gender and sexual orien- 
tation are not analogous. 

So while I cannot countenance 
women not being feminists ol one 
stripe or another, I don’t expect 
ideological consistency in gay poli- 
tics. I would merely like to see peo- 
ple be enthusiastic and not apolo- 
getic about their same-sex relation- 
ships.

out to many people and to witness 
a variety of reactions. My mother 
cried, my father withdrew, and 
many of my friends were shocked. 

One reaction that seems fairly 
standard, however, isaquestioning 
of one’s motives in coming out. 
Many people seem to understand 
why you have shared this informa- 
tion with them, but don’t see why 
lesbians, gays and bisexuals have to 
make an issue of it. There is a very 
simple answer to this question. 

In most societies, a person’s het- 
erosexuality is presumed, and 
many, if not all persons who do not 



fit this definition feel oppressed by 
the assumption. The coming out 
process is one in which queers can 
establish our true identities without 
having to apologize for our differ- 
ence. It is a way for us to present 
ourselves as we truly are, not as 
others would have us, and to cel- 
ebrate our uniqueness. It is through 
coming out that queers develop the 
pride which is our right. 

For lesbians, gay men and bi- 
sexuals, coming out is often one of 
the most difficult aspectsoflivingin 
a straight dominated society. Inter- 
national Goming Out Day is one of 
the most important tools we have. 
It is only by transforming ourselves 
from invisible to visible that we can 
make the rest of society wake up 
and take notice of us. It has been 
estimated (probably conservatively) 
that homosexuals make up 10 per- 
cent of the population. 

In North America alone, that 
places the queer population at 
27 600 000individuals(figureitout 
— that’s larger than our home and 
native land), in every strata of soci- 
ety; in every race, creed, religion; in 
every occupation; in every commu- 
nity. 

Don’t believe for a second that 
this issue doesn’t affect you, queer 
or straight. I ust make sure that when 
your friend or family member uses 
the forum of International Goming 
Out Day on October 1 1 you give 
that person the love, support, re- 
spect and celebration that is their 
due.

It implies becoming honest with 
oneself, rather than an essential 
change, and 1 think that is accurate. 

I always felt different from other 
people. In retrospect, I make sense 
of this by saying that I was a gay 
person growing up in a society 
where heterosexuality was the as- 
sumed norm. 

1 was always attracted to men, 
although I spent a number of years 
dating women. I suppose I was try- 
ing to force myself into the mold 
that society had prepared for me. I 
enjoyed my time with women, but 
it was dishonest. I was lucky to have 
a father who was understandingand 
with whom I could communicate. 
We could talk about these things 
and that was a great help. My father 
loved me and supported me. 

My actual “coming out” to him 
and to myself was almost anticli- 
mactic. I met a beautiful boy and 
after we had been seeing each other 
for two days I told my father I was 
bringing a “friend” home for din- 
ner. It was implicitly understood. 
My father accepted my friend and 
myself openly and unhesitatingly. 
My friend and 1 slept together at my 
father's house for about a week af- 
ter that. 

Coming out has allowed me to 
be honest with myself. It has al- 
lowed me to love and be happy. 
Perhaps most importantly, it has 
allowed the people that love me to 
demonstrate that their love, support 
and respect knows no bounds.

“In signing this page, I under- 
stand that mysignature will be pub- 
lished in the McGill Daily as part of 
a feature on ‘out of the closet lesbi- 
ans, bisexuals, and gay men at 
McGill’ for National Coming-Out 
Day (October 11).” 

My heartfelt apologies to the 33 
people whose names appear below. 
They had every reason to expect 
more company. 

But maybe being ‘out’ isn’t ‘in’ 
anymore. 

A few of us at GALOM thought 
that it would be cool to do a special 
in the Daily for National Coming- 
Out Day. We would print a huge list 
of McGill students and faculty who 
were proud, happy and out of the 
closet. Since we came up with about 
1 00 names right away, we figured 60 
signatures was a modest goal. 

So what happened? 

We know there are several peo- 
ple on campus who would have 
signed, but were not contacted in 
time. Our fault. And for each name 
printed, there are probably 20 more 
people not sufficiently ‘out’ to have 



had any contact with us. No prob- 
lem. This feature was created for 
them. 

Therealsurprisewasthenumber 
of people who are out, with openly 
gay lifestyles, but still didn’t feel 
they could go ‘public’. At a GA- 
LOM general meeting with about 
50 people in attendance, fewer than 
20 were willing to sign. Adiscussion 
group of about 40 people yielded 
four signatures. 

Professors feared for their jobs. 
Students feared for their applica- 
tions to grad school or had 
homophobic roomates. Apparently, 
when it comes to the crunch, no- 
body really believes we are accepted 
— if the world at large finds out, 
they’ll tear us to shreds. 

After all, why get political? 
Things are now relatively comfort- 
able. A large part of society is quite 
accepting, or at least willing not to 
bash — why make waves? 

Well, to begin with, because the 
waves you make are on your own 
behalf. Being ‘neutral’ does not 
make things simpler. It complicates 
them. 



The energy it takes to talk about 
your lover in gender-neutral lan- 
guage, or to swallow your pride 
when a bartender asks your lesbian 
lover if she’s got a man, is more 
energy than you ever need spend 
on hiding yourself. Nobody has the 
right to ask you to be any less than 
totally free and open. 

Positive coverage 

A few years ago, a friend of mine 
was in a taxi in Montreal, and when 
the cabbie told him how hot the 
girls were in Quebec, he asked 
pointedly how hot the men were. 
At the time, I thought he was being 
obnoxious. I now know that he un- 
derstood better than I did. 

Goming out to another person, 
no matter who, is the most signifi- 
cant single action a person can do 
to change dominant attitudes. 

Thequeer community is fond of 
complaining about the lack of cov- 
erage in the mainstream media. We 
need to realize that all the positive 
newscasts in the world are not worth 
anything if three-quarters of the 
population believes that they have 



never met a gay person, because 
dykes and fags are busy thinking, 
“It’s none of your business.” 
Twenty years ago, starting up a 
discussion group, a campus asso- 
ciation, or a queer dance club took 
a lot of courage. The people who 



did so certainly already had some 
acceptance — they all could have 
stayed within their circles of sup- 
portive friends. 

But these people understood the 
need for a more radical kind of

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Economics profs rebuked

The Economics department 
chair wants to rebuke two profes- 
sors for criticizing department 
policies in Monday’s Daily. 

Chair John McCallum and pro- 
fessor John Kurien will move to 
make the offenders retract their 
statements at a department meeting 
tomorrow. 

The motion says the remarks by 
Economics professors Allen 
Fenichel and Robin Rowley are 
“false; insulting to the Department 
as a whole; damaging to the De- 
partment’s reputation in the eyes of 
current students and potential fu- 
ture students.” 

Fenichel and Rowley com- 
plained in a Daily story that the 
department has a lackadaisical at- 
titude toward undergraduate 
teaching. Some of their comments 
echoed criticisms made in a survey 
of Economics students last spring, 
and repeated criticisms the profes- 
sors had made last year. 

An amendment to the motion 
was proposed by Economics pro- 
fessor Tom Naylor, who also had 
harsh words for the department in 
the Daily article. 

“I don’t understand why my 



name wasn’t on the list of those 
condemned for making honest 
criticisms,” he said. “After all, I was 
quoted sayingprettymuch thesame 
things.” 

McCallum’s and Kurien’s mo- 
tion suggests that the department 
“reject these (Fenichel’s and 
Rowley’s) remarks categorically,” 
and asks that the professors submit 
written retractions to the Daily. 

The department also “upholds 
the right of free speech for everyone, 
mindful of the need for responsi- 
bility for one’s utterances,” 
according to the motion. 

When asked why he wants 
Fenichel and Rowley to retract their 
statements, McCallum said, “Per- 
haps the professors would be 
persuaded that their comments are 
incorrect.” 

Kurien called the professors’ 
comments “utterly false.” 

He cited asan example Rowley’s 
claim, “Students are a nuisance as 
farasthedepartmentisconccrned.” 

“If the department agrees stu- 
dents are a nuisance, then this is a 
statement the department will 
make," Kurien said. 

Fenichel refused to comment 
about the motion. Professor Rowley 
could not be contacted.

Next time you walk by the Kraft

Council on Mind Abuse. 

He was participating in 
“Satanism: Phenomenon and Re- 
sponse,” a forum held last week 
under the auspices of the McGill 
Chaplaincy Service, and co-spon- 
sored by the Department of 
Psychiatry, the Faculty of Religious 
Studies, and Hillel. 

Also speaking was Mike 
Kropveld, director of Info-Cult

Debate in neutral 



The Satanic Purses

A panel on gender-neutral lan- 
guage provided students and 
professors with a forum for venting 
educational and gender frustrations 
at McGill this week. 

A panel of professors made 
various arguments on gender- 
neutral language, both for and 
against, at the request of the or- 
ganizers in an attempt to clarify 
what in fact the important issues 
are. 

The panel was presented by the 
McGill Debating Society and the 
Coalition Against Sexual Assault to 
discuss the issues surrounding the 
requirement of gender-neutral 
language in the classroom adopted 
by the McGill administration ear- 
lier this fall. 

Professors Deslauriers (Phi- 
losophy), Manfredi (Political 
Science), Troy (Histbry) and Tully 
(Political Science) did the panel- 
ling. 

Desluariers said the issue is re- 



ally power. Professors, the majority 
of whom are male, determine the 
material taught in the classroom, 
and set the terms for discussion, she 
said. Women will continue to feel 
excluded from McGill without 
gender-neutral language. 
Deslauriers also said that those who 
opposed gender-neutral language 
are actually opposing the prospect 
of having to share their power with 
women. 

In support of gender-neutral 
language, Tully said that while 
material taught in the classroom 
may be originally gender-biased, 
using gender-neutral language 
draws attention to the bias. 

Manfredi soughttodemonstrate 
the danger of gender-neutral lan- 
guage by arguing that it can in fact 
be used against women. Manfredi 
referred to sections 1 8 and 25 of the 
Canadian Charter of Rights, which 
entrench legal equity. But Manfredi 
noted that 80 per cent of the sex- 
equality case that havebeen brought 
since 1982 were actually initiated 



by men. 

But a member of the audience 
said Manfredi had failed to address 
the fact that this merely showed the 
justice system is not equally accessi- 
ble to the two genders. Furthermore, 
the audience member said, the use 
of gender-neutral language in Su- 
premeCourt decision tostrikedown 
the rape shield law sheltered the 
fact that rape is a crime by men 
against women. 



Against free speech 

The most criticized argument 
was that raised by Troy who said the 
“external" imposition of a linguis- 
tic orthodoxy on teachers was an 
infringement on freedom of 
thought and education. 

Tully was eager to reply, and said 
the gender-neutral language idea 
had in fact come from the prover- 
bial bottom of the university 
community. Only after tunneling 
up through the various levels of 
government did the requirement 
become accepted; so, it actually had 
a community mandate. 

Opinions in the audience were 
diverse. Feminism-bashers and 
frustrated and angry women went 
head-to-head, and mostly ignored 
the implications of gender-neutral 
language for academe. 

Mary Margaret Jones, a former 
member of the Senate Committee 
on Women, said, “Deslaurier was 
the only one who really dealt with 
the important issue — power. The 
other professors were for the most 
part too wrapped up in the freedom 
of speech question." 

While members of the audience 
appreciated the value of this free- 
dom, questions were raised about 
how it may hurt and exlude. 

The question of implementing 
thewasalsoinsufficientlyaddrcssed, 
Jones said, and academic elitism 
plagued the discussion. 

“It was disturbing that panelist 
assumed they were speaking for 
everyone when in fact they were 
addressing an elite crowd. Their 
assumption that the rest of society 
would be reached through a trickle 
dow n effe ct is problematic ." 



Montreal. His emphasis was on 
“developing a healthy scepticism” 
as both the best way of avoiding the 
hysteria surrounding the issue, and 
also of seeing what’s actually there. 

So what’s actually there? The two 
agreed that there was something, 
but were far from agreeing with the 
internationalconspiracy slash UFO 
theories one can run up against. 
They also said that nothing they 
had seen had convinced them of the 
presence of an actual Satan. 

Kropveld summed up his views 
by saying, “There’s something go- 
ing on, but...” 

The first type of Satanic activity 
discussed was that reported by three 
to seven year old children, and in- 
volves ritual abuse rl la Prescott, 
Ontario. While he allowed that 
some of these stories might be the 
result of overzealous counsellors, 
Tucker denied that this could ex- 
plain the amazing detail some 



children come up against. This, 
however, did not mean there was 
some sort of huge international Sa- 
tanic cult taking over the world. 

The litany of the heinous deeds 
done in the name of Satan is famil- 
iar to many: forcing children to 
ingest blood, urine, shit; acts of 
sadism and torture and bestiality; 
and situations almost always in- 
volving family members. The sort 
of thing to make Geraldo orgasmic. 

Then there’s the more above- 
ground religiousSatanism practised 
by the Church of Satan and the 
Temple of Set, both tax-exempt, all- 
American churches. (You can even 
pick up The Satanic Bible, scribed by 
Anton SzandorLaVeyoftheChurch 
of Satan.) 

And finally there’s the less or- 
ganized strain, running from 
dabbling teens torturing small ani- 
mals to psychotics killing in the 
name of Satan. 

Following the main presentation, 
Rabbi Yakob Travis of McGill 
Chaplaincy and Father Francis 
McKee of the Newman Ce ntre put

‘out’. They knew that if other peo- 
ple were to have an easier time of it, 
they could not stop with self-ac- 
ceptance. Homosexuality had to be 
talked about, lobbied for, and cel- 
ebrated. Theyrisked everythingand 
stepped into the fray. 

When we go to dance, or discuss, 
or just meet hunky girls and pretty 
boys, we are milking their legacy, 
and it is hateful to do so without 
payingback our share. It is far easier 
for us than it was for them. 

For the sake of the thousands of 
people who are more uncertain 
(even) than ourselves, we are duty- 
bound to keep working.

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Hovering over Haiti 

So, Panama and Grenada didn’t satisfy the American bloodlust. 

The Organisation of American States’ most recent tour of duty wound 
up in Washington, where Poppy and Brian’s proxies talked about waltzing 
into Haiti to do some dusting-up. 

No one should think invading Haiti will settle the country’s many 
problems. It’s actually the last thing the people of Haiti need. 

Haiti’s history is filled with “well-meaning” interventions by the 
United States, the most memorable being the brutal 19-year military 
occupation of the country between 1915 and 1934. 

During that time, hundreds of dissidents were slaughtered, and the 
country was sold off by U.S. Marine commandants to American multi- 
nationals and rich Haitian plantation owners. 

After that, the U.S. supported a sadistic band of leaders in the country, 
among them the famed Duvaliers. Their 30-year reign ended only in the 
mid-1980s, after they were accused of stealing millions of dollars from 
the impoverished public treasury. 

Before the last Duvalier was run out of the country, though, Jean- 
Claude set up a notorious personal army, the “Tontons Macoutes.” The 
Macoutes were recruited from poverty-stricken peasants, who were 
given one-time payments of $15. 

The role of the Haitian army, which is more accurately described as a 
30 000-member death squad, is to protect wealth and marshal unrest in 
a country with the most appalling social and economic conditions in the 
hemisphere. 

The other job of the Tontons Macoutes is to enforce the austerity 
programs imposed on Haiti by international bankers. Haiti is suffocated 
by $840 million in external debt. And powerful banking agencies like the 
U.S.-dominated International Monetary Fund have tried to squeeze 
interest payments out of Haiti by forcing the government to slash social 
services, smash organized labour and lay off government employees. 

Largely as a result of the IMF reforms, Haiti’s economic has shrunk 
each year since 1 986. But theTontons Macoutes couldn’t have been built 
without a vast pool of U.S. military aid. 

During the last days of Duvalier rule in 1986, the U.S. tried to prop up 
the regime by giving the Tontons Macoutes $400 000 worth of riot- 
control gear and training security forces in riot-control techniques. 

For the U.S. to invade Haiti now in order to “restore democracy" is a 
ridiculous concept. 

Beyond the suffering the U.S. has already caused to Haiti and the other 
countries of the Caribbean and Central America, invasionsby the Yankee 
rarely have redeeming qualities. 

J ust ask the people of Panama. Four thousand people were killed when 
the U.S. invaded the country in 1989. Most died when the U.S. attacked 
a working class neighbourhood of Panama City with bombers. The 
invasion caused an estimated $2 billion in damages. 

Military intervention is America’s knee-jerk answer to problems in 
other countries. Countries like Haiti won’t be safe from unrest and coups 
until it is safe from American domination.

The proposed closure of the Faculty of Dentistry has been received with great 
shock and much concern by all those associated with the faculty. One very 
disappointing aspect has been the process by which the McGill administration 
has undertaken to evaluate this recommendation. In the past, there has never 
been a process by which the university has gone about terminating any faculty. 

Now, however, the administration has set up such a procedure. After thorough 
evaluation of this procedure, the president’s council of McGill university — a 
body of representative of all McGill’s more than 30 000 students — voted on 
October 3, 1 99 1 , to strongly denounce the methods being used. Violation of due 
process in the procedure currently being followed include: 

(i) the faculty of dentistry was never extended a direct invitation to submit 
alternatives to the closure prior to the recommendation; 

(ii) the planning and priorities subcommittee of APPC (who in currently 
evaluating the principal’s recommendations of closure) is chaired by a member 
of the principal’s advisory group (PAG). Keep in mind that PAG accepted and 
presented this recommendation to the principal; 

(iii) other recommendations for deficit reduction have not been publicly 
announced. Any other faculty or certain departments within faculties could be 
next. 

This proves to be a poor example of the democratic process that should be 
inherent in society. This is unfortunate as the university experience should serve 
as a model for the development of ethical and moral values. 

If students allow this process to stand it will set up a precedent by which the 
administration can close any faculty. Will you allow this to continue?

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Counselling for thousands in the closet

It is estimated that eight to 10 
per cent of the world’s population 
has been, is now and will always be 
lesbian and gay. 

When bisexuals are included in 
the count, estimates are higher. 
McGill university is certainly not 
an exception to this rule. In fact, 
many people at McGill believe that 
these rates are quite low when the 
student body is considered. 

Regardless, with approximately 
28 000 students, there are at least 
2800 lesbians, gay men and bi- 
sexuals attending this university. 
However, in our present society, 
there is an overwhelming pressure 
on those 2800 memebers of the 
McGill community to remain in 
the ‘closet’. 

Four years ago, members of 
GALOM (Gays and Lesbians of 
McGill) realized that there was a 
gap in services for students who 
wanted to take that first step ‘out’. 

For many, the fear of attending a 
GALOM meeting (appearing in 
public as a lesbian or gay man) had 
been too great. 

Enter Lesbian and Gay Peer 
Counselling, an anonymous and 

I wanna 



confidential phone-linc/drop-in 
service aimed at the hidden and 
troubled portion of the lesbian and 
gay community. According to 
GALOM coordinator Charles 
Weijer, one of the main functions 
of Peer Counseling is to be “a lis- 
tening ear for persons who are just 
coming out.” 

But over the past few years the 
service has evolved into a place 
where the specific needs of the les- 
bian and gay community as a whole 
can be addressed. 

"We provide information for 
persons who want to know about 
the community, places to go in 
Montréal, as well asHIV and AIDS,” 
says Weijer. He adds that the GA- 
LOM service has certain ad vantages 
for lesbians, gays and bisexuals over 
other phone-in counseling services. 

“Peer Counselling allows lesbian 
and gay people to call in and be 
counselled by their peers — people 
with similar experiences. We can 
better relate to the callers.” 

In spite of the successes, certain 
problems havecontinually plagued 
theservice. In past years, GALOM’s 
inability to attract and retain female 
members has often led to a gender- 
lopsided Peer Counselling staff. At

It took my new roomate three 
weeks before he told me, “Y ou never 
cook meat, do you?” Vegetarian 
food has become a common part of 
most North American diets, and 
many people, my omnivorous 
roomate included, hardly noticethe 
absence of meat anymore. 

The vegetarian argument has 
exploded the myth that we need 
animal protein to maintain life. 

“The very eating habits that can 
do so much to give you strength 
and health areexactlythesameones 
that can significantly reduce the 
needless sufferingin the world, and 
do much to preserve our ecosys- 
tem,” says John Robbins in hisbook 
Diet For A New America. 

'The Moosewood Cookbook, by 
Mollie Katzen, is another excellent 
example of this trend. 

Soy City Foods is the latest 
company to enter the market. Soy 
City Foods was created by Golden 
Age Foods Ltd in an effort to 
guarantee a dependable supply of 
organic foods for their Toronto 
restaurant, The Vegetarian Res- 
taurant. 

Their new cookbook, Soy City 
Foods Vegetarian Cookbook, fell into 
my hands recently and I took the 
opportunity to experiment on my 
roomate. 



I tried two of the recipes, though 
many others piqued my curiosity. 
A simple vegetable stirfry with an 
unwieldy name, Tempeh and Broc- 
coli in Spicy Cashew Sauce, was very 
tasty. I did, however find it very 
difficult to buy tempeh in down- 
town Montréal. One of the natural 
food stores I went to had never 
even heard of it. 

The other recipe struck me as 
very original. It was called Mock Fish 
Sticks. But I was not surprised, and 
glad to discover they tasted nothing 
like fish sticks (praise Captain 
Highliner). Served with the tartar 
sauce recipe included in the book, 
they received rave reviews, whether 
served hot or as a cold midnight 
snack. 

The recipes span a wide range, 
from breakfast to main courses to 
desserts. The cookbook includes 
suggestions for holiday dishes and 
and also provides a selection of 
quick and easy dishes, excellent for 
students. 

But since Soy City Foods makes 
several food products, we aren’t 
surprised to find onechapter strictly 
devoted to their Harvest Dinner 
Patties. Nor was I surprised to note 
that every recipe contains at least 
one ingredient Soy City Foods 
makes. Of course, other brands of 
tofu or falafel can be bought at 
most grocery stores these days. 

Some of the recipes also all for 
several processed foods, such as 
catsup and dairy products. Even 
though Soy City Foods buys its raw 
materials from organic farms and 
has encouraged organic farming in 
Ontario, they make no mention of

times, only one out of 10 slots were 
staffed by women.

An 
increased effort to recruit staffers, 
as well as the growing ratio of female 
GALOM members should help 
solve some of the Peer Counselling 



woes. Beebe adds that there is an 
increased emphasis this year on 
continually educating volunteers 
about helpful counselling tech- 
niques, as well as keeping them 
updated on issues and events in the 
community.

the conventional means of pro- 
ducing these products. Living in 
harmony with the environment 
takes more than just eliminating 
meat from your diet; it means be- 
ingaware of where your food comes 
from and how it affects the world. 

Francis Moore Lappe was one of 
the first to outline the basics of 
vegetarian livingwith her book Diet 
for a Small Planet. She argued for a 
diet not centred on meat , and she 
offered an excellent explanation of 
how to accomplish this with a few 
carefully selected recipes. A com- 
panion book, Recipes for a Small 
Planet, followed shortly thereafter 
and provided the basis of much of 
my vegetarian cooking for several 
years. 

The flurry of books and res- 
taurants is evidence that more 
people are recognizing that the meat 
industry consumes massive energy, 
water and land resources, doses the 
animals with chemicals, hormones 
and antibiotics and misrepresents 
the health risks of meat fats.

500g Grain Tempeh 

lTbsp Cider Vinegar 

1/4 Cup Tamari 

1 Cup Water 

1-1/2 CupsOatBran 

1-1/2 Cups Pecans 

6 Eggs 

1 Cup Unbleached Flour 

Steam or bake the tempeh for 
10 minutes, and cut into 6 pieces. 
Slice through the thickness of each 
piece. Marinate in vinegar, tamari, 
and water for 2 hours. 

Pulse oat bran and pecans in a 
food processor or blender until 
they are finely chopped. Place in a 
bowl. 

Place eggs in a separate bowl 
and beat well. 

Place unbleached flour in a 
third bowl.

Bake at 350 degrees F for 25 
minutes.

Is Gert’s changing its tune? 

There is a new campaign pro- 
moting live music at Gert’s every 
Wednesday night. Wednesdays, 
attendance at the bar is usually 
pretty sparse. 

“Gert’s has had the image of a 
frat bar," says Tom Boychuck, a 
Gert’s manager. 

But by bringing in live-acts to 
Gert’s, Boychuck has the opportu- 
nity to let the image of a particular 
band sink into the stagnant bar- 
scene, trapped by the garage door.

Unes of dialogue as prosaic and 
poetic as that don’t appear in just 
any Hollywood movie. They only 
appear in the really stupid ones like 
Ricochet. And because Ricochet is so 
stupid, you actually get to hear that 
line twice, in case you missed itsfull 
transcendental effect the first time. 

The context of this delightful 
discourse occurs at the beginning 
of this motion (sickness) picture, 
where Blake (the “bad” guy) played 
psychotically by John Lithgow, is 
holding a shotgun to a girl’s head. 
The prototypical Hollywood hos- 
tage stand-off always functions in 
duality, and rookie cop Nick Styles 
(the “good" guy), played by Denzel 
Washington, isin turn pointinghis 
cannon at Blake. The stalemate is 
broken, after Styles strips down to 

prove he has no gun, only to foil the 
criminal by producing a small pis- 
tol from his briefs and shooting 
Blakeintheknec.Verycoollydone, 
Nick. 

Blake goes to jail and Styles be- 
comes a hero. The latter is due 
largely to the fact that Styles’ hot- 
shot subdual of Blake is captured 
on home video by one of the 
members of the crowd (the action 
is conveniently placed in an 
amusement park). As the years 
progress in a limited amount of 
screen time, Styles becomes a high- 
profile crime fighter whose heroic 
antics are often followed by televi- 
sion crews. 

Eventually, after becoming dis- 
trict attorney, and adopting the 
lifestyle of the traditional family 
unit (a wife and two kids), he dis- 
plays the magazines’ covers on 
which he has appeared, proudly 
framed upon on wall of his subur- 
ban house. Meanwhile in prison, 
Blake is assembling a similar col- 
lection. His life naturally has been 



the Tragically Hip. 

Flyers for the show reveal that 
not only was the four-member les- 
bian rock group sponsored by 
Budwciser Beer — but also by the 
McGill Women’s Union, GALOM 
and the Concordia Lesbian Stu- 
dent’s Coalition.

Two Nice Girls sing of politics 
and radical sexuality. They’ve had 
rave reviews from the press since 
their self-titled 1989 Rough Trade 
debut. The debut consisted of 
mainly covers, including a live re- 
cordingoftheir mcdlyof Lou Reed’s 
“Sweet Jane" and Joan 
Armatrading’s “Love and Affec- 
tion." 

On their second album, titled 
“Like a Version", a song called “1 
Spent My last $10 On Birth Con- 
trol & Beer” reflects the band’s 
refusal to be pidgeon -holed into a 
stereotype that appeals to an audi- 
ence of only one sexual persuasion. 
The band’s more recent release, 
“Chloe Liked Olivia”, contains a 
range of musical styles, and poli- 
tics. 

Two Nice Girls rocked McGill’s 
university bar scene with subver- 




dedicated to revenge upon our 
crime-crusadinghcro.Whcn Blake 
is not engaged in Samurai sword 
fightswithhiscellmate(don’task), 
lie is plotting escape, so that he an 
get even with the guy who shot him 
in the knee cap. 

As you can imagine, this stu- 
pidity progresses predictably. Blake 
escapes and gets his way. His 
method: to destroy Styles’ public 
imageby usingthc same media that 
made Styles famous against him. 
This sounds more poetic and 
postmodern than it really is. It 
merely serves as a way of drawing 
out the acts of degradation and 
violence that are depicted. 

Anyway, after abducting Styles, 
drugging him, forcing him to ap- 
pear in sex videos and giving him 
the dap in the process, Blake’s plan 
seems to be successful in discredit- 
ing our poor hero. Everyone is 
turning against Styles, and after 
losing his job and witnessing Blake 
killhisbcst friend, hedoeswhat any 
normal Hollywood hero docs — 
the exact same thing as the villain. 

Unfortunately, Styles is less 
creative in his revenge on Blake. I le 
enlists the help of his childhood 
buddy, now a cocaine dealer, 
Odessa. The justification for Styles 
being helped by a criminal, is that 



Odessa is supposed to be one of 
those “good” crack dealers beause 
he doesn’t sell to kids. Yeah, right. 
This character providessomc inter- 
textual humour, as Odessa is played 
by rapper Ice-T. It would be inter- 
esting to know what drugs Ice-T 
was on when he accepted this role, 
as his career prior to this point was 
decidedly anti-drug, both in his 
music and his previous screen ap- 
pearance in New Jack City. No doubt 
his pay check paid for ample 
amounts of this drug, as he gets 
third billing for barely 10 minutes 
of screen time. 

In any event, the grand finale 
has Styles and Blake slugging it out 
hand to hand on the roof top of an 
unfinished building. The ending, 
ofcourse, has the good triumphing 
over the bad as Styles kills Blake, 
with full media coverage of course. 

Hopefully this film will come 
and go, and then be forgotten and 
left to collect dust on the video 
rack. It is excessively and gratui- 
tously violent and misogynist to 
the point of nausea, and nauseous 
in its pointlessness. The end result 
is that the film teaches us racial 
harmony, by showing that blacks 
and whites an be brought together 
by the common element of stu- 
pidity.

sive lyrics, fantastic harmonies and 
an attitude that challenges main- 
stream assumptions of how rock 
women should play to a crowd. 

As one fan said, “This band is 
transcendent. They cross a lot of 
musical genres and don’t get 
pegged.

They don’t want to be seen as a 
label. They take stereotypes, labels, 
and mix these as something new." 

The behind-the-scenes net- 
working that brought Two Nice 
Girls to Gert’s, on what would have 
otherwise been a vaant Wednesday 
night, was well worth the effort.

in their views. They agreed that this 
was a sign of the lack of spiritual 
values in modern society and the 
presence of a “personified evil” in 
the world. 

Kropveld and Tucker, however, 
said that this was not a necessary 
conclusion. They argued that 
Satanism largely consisted of a set 
of cultural symbols appropriated 
by people with the ‘Satanic’ atti- 
tude. Without the symbols, said 
Tucker, there would still be the at- 
titude. 

“Satanism is a symptom of a 
cancer eating away at our society,” 
said Krupveld, “and I don’t see it 
stopping or abating in any way. I 
think it’s time that people take a 
closer look.” 

And, said Tucker, “The attitude 
at the heart of Satanism is the same 
as that at the heart of western capi- 
talism."
